Sir -Menry*Drayton Tells of Resa- 
son for Change in Govern- 
ment Plans 


OTTAWA, Dec. 14, — International 
and economic conditions, which are 
not only far from normal, but are 
must worse than a year ago when the 
promise of a general tariff revision was 
made, or at any time during'the war 
period, are responsible for a change 


in the government plans regarding | 


a general tariff inquiry, according to 
a statement given to the Canadian 
press by Sir Henry Drayton, minister 
of finance. 

“Inasmuch, however,” said the min- 
ister of finance, in explaining why 
the change of plans is considered 
necessary, “as any general revision 
must be based upon as complete a 
knowledge as possible of the condi- 
tions and relations one to another of 
our various national industries and 
productive agencies, and as it is also 
desirable to obtain the views of as 
many persons as possible whose prac- 
tical knowledge and experience would 
de most valuable, it is considered ad- 
visable to begin the collection of in- 
formation relative thereto.” 

Instead of a commission being 
named for the purpose of touring the 
country, as had been anticipated, it is 
proposed now to get the preliminary 
information together by means of se- 
curing written statements from all in- 
terested, and these will be made the 
basis for a general public inquiry to 
be held throughout the country later, 
as indicated by Sir Thomas White.

LONDON, Dec. 14.—Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, secretary for war, has 
prepared a scheme for the royal air 
force organization in peace time, based 
on the expenditure of $15,000,000 year- 
ly.

MELBOURNE, Dec. 14.—Virtually 
complete election returns received to- 
day show that the liberals and the na- 
tionalist labor parties who support the 
government, have won 85 seats in the 
house of representatives, and the farm- 
ers’ party, also a supporter of the gov- 
ernment on some questions, eleven 
seats, while anti-government factions 
and the laborites have secured only 29. 

William M,. Hughes, the premier, 
seems to have been re-elected to the 
house, 


The federal parliament of Australia 
consists of a senate and house of rep- 
resentatives, both elective. By uni- 
versal suffrage the senate is elected for 
seven years and consists of thirty-six 
members, six from each of the orig- 
inal states. The house of representa- 
tives is elected for a maxinium of 
three years and in 1917 was made up 
of 27 members from New South Wales, 
21 from Victoria, 10 from Queensland, 
7 from South Australia and five each 
from Tasmania*and Western Australia. 
comprises ten 
ministers, including the prime minis- 
ter. In the case of W. M. Hughes, 
he also took the portfolio of attorney- 
general, The seat of government is 
now Melbourne, but it was decided in 
1911 to lay out a new capital at Can- 
berra, In a federal district transferred 
to the commonwealth by the state of 
New South Wales for the purpose. 
There are sixteen cities in the country 
with populations of over 20,000 and 
five with above 100,000, Melbourne 
and Sydney having over 700,000.

New Order-in-Council Empower- 
ing Minister of Customs 
Being Issued 


MONTREAL, Dec. 14.—-The Cana- 
dian Pulp and Paper association head- 
quarters in Montreal was notified on 
Saturday that the government at Ot- 
tawa is issuing a new order-in-councll 
empowering the minister of customs 
to stop the exportation of newsprint 
paper from any manufacturer in Can- 
ada who fails to comply with any 
order issued by the paper controller. 
This is the second time that an em- 
bargo on the export of newsprint has 


been invoked in order to enforce the: 


rulings of the controller. 

The new order rises out of attemnts 
by the paper controller to compel the 
mantifacturers to continue sopplying 
Canadian 
paper at a price below that obtainable 
for the same paper sold for export, 
and the notification served upon the 
controller by certain of the manufac- 


turers that they will cease on the first | 


of January next to supply paper in 
Canada on any such conditions. 
Firms May Fight. 

Meanwhile, 
turers who have long chafed under the 
restrictions imposed upon their indus- 
try, are preparing to combat these 
latest attempts to contro! the right to 
conduct their business in their own 
way.

“Ottawa Jornal’’ Prints Story to 
Effect That Premier Is to 


Resign 
AT NEW YEAR 
Continues That Caucus of Party 


| Will Discuss Successor in 
Premiership 


OTTAWA, Dec. 15. —- The Ottawa 
Journal this morning says: 

“Sir Robert Borden is retiring from 
Canadian public life. His resignation 
from the premiership will be officially 
anncunced immediately after the new 
year, and a caucus of the unionist 
party summoned In Ottawa to select 
his successor. 

“The prime minister's decision to re- 
tire, which was made known to his 
cabinet collearues last week, {s due 
to his impaired health. Combat with 
the stress and storms of four years of 
war leadership, has left its mark on 
Sir Robert Borden, When he returned 
from the peace conference, his condi- 
tion was such as to necessitate a rest, 
but it was thought that a month or 
two in the scuth would completely 
restore him old-time vigor. The ex- 
nectation, unfortunately, had not been 
fulfilled. 


Took Medical Advice. 

“Faced with many and difficult pro- 
blems, the premier found on his return 
that his strength was hardly equal to 
his task. Last week while in Mont- 
; real, he consulted the hest available 
; medical advice and his dee!sion to

| “It may be well to make it clear 
that Sir Robert's condition is in no 
way critical or even serious It is 
simply that he is not in a position io 
carry on the duties and responaibilities 
of office without incurring grave dan- 
ger and, consequently, has decided to 
relinquish his post In favor of a young- 
er and more virorous man- 

Not Till New Year. 

“Str Robert's resignation, as has 
already been mentioned, is not to take 
place at once. He will carry on until 
the berinning of the new year. Mean- 
while, however, the call is being lasued 
for a caucus of the unionist parlia- 
mentary party in Ottawa. It was at 
first thought, and there !s still feeling 
In certain quarters, that the choice of 
a successor should be left with the 
cabinot itself, Such a procedure, how- 
ever, would inevitably antagonize dem- 
ocratic principles and the more Britial

But the 1917 record is an ‘tncrease 
over the first year for which these 
records are mentioned by 75.25 per 
cent. This increase is steadily In- | 
creasing. although the actual statis- 
tics are not ava'lable as yet. In New 
York City the increase in five years 
has been 100 per cent. The annual 
report of the Nationa) Highways Pro- 
tective Society, states that this ra'l- 
road crossing slaughter is due al- 
most tnvariably to recklessness, said 
Mr, Troutman,

§ Smallpox is recognized as a con- 
agious disease. That is, one that 
fis communicated by contact. There- 
i fore isolation of the patient is the 
f first duty of the responsible asso- 
ciates, or relatives, and of the 
health authorities. Obviously the 
i} disease could not have spread in 
® Toronto as it has done if all parties 
concerned had co-operated in se- 

| curing the isolation of patients. 
At one time smallpox was one 
Hof the most dreaded of diseases, 
Hboth because of its loathsome char- 
‘acter, its high fatality and its after 
*ffects on survivors. For the past 
huarter, or perhaps half, century 
it has been looked upon as a con- 
trollable disease. Not controllable 
after it-once attacked. (Medical 
science has not yet discovered any 
remedy or means of amelioration 
of the disease, once it has become 
established in the system.) But 
controllable by the preventive 
“| measures of quarantine and vac- 
cination. To such an extent had 
| experience established the assur- 
ance of control, under proper con- 
ditions, that the dread of sweeping 
smallpox epidemics has passed 
rom the public mind. And there 
a8 grown up an opinion thai pre- 
entive measures are not only not 
‘useful but are harmful as well. 
) There can be no doubt that the 
| spread of the disease in Ontario 
}is because of failure to employ 
preventive measures due to lack 
of appreciation of their urgent 
necessity and value. The efficien- 
cy of the preventive measures used 
in the past is the reason for their 
not being used effectively today, 
which again is the reason for the 

spread of the present outbreak. 
It is not possible in the space of 
a newspaper article to discuss the 
many objections taken to vaccina- 
tion. But it is possible to state in 
comparatively few words the reas- 
ons for its use. Smallpox is a self 
preventive disease, that is: An at- 
tack of smallpox makes the patient 
immune from future attack, It is 
generally accepted that this is the 
case with scarlet fever, measles, 
hooping cough and possibly other 
diseases. There are exceptions or 
variations from the rule in regard 
o the other diseases mentioned.

There is need of care in vaccina- 
tion for smallpox, both in the 
character of the vaccine, in the 
condition of the patient and in 
the after treatment. Given these 
three conditions favorable, and 
the possibility of a bad result is 
practically eliminated. 

It is true that vaccination does 


not guarantee absolute immunity. | 


But that it immensely reduces, 
first, the chances of contagion, and, 
second, of fatal result, is beyond 
argument. It would be as reason- 
able to argue the contrary as it 
would be to argue that the low 
percentage of typhvid cases and 
fatalities in the great war, as com- 
pared with all previous wars, was 
not due to the preventive innocu- 
lation that was so universally en- 
forced. 

The theory of vaccination ac- 
cords with plain common sense. It 
is supported by the experience of 
half a century. While there is 
a duty upon all persons in au- 
thority, whether public official or 
physician, to see that every safe- 
guard is provided in the work of 
vaccination; it is not less the duty 
of each individual to protect him- 
self and those for whom he is res- 
ponsible, by having himself and 
them vaccinated without delay. In 
this case his own protection is the 
protection of the common welfare. 
[t is only by each man protecting 
himself that the common safety 
can be achieved.
